RIOR to 1880 there was no organization, no regulation of hours or shop conditions in the cigar industry. 
Chaos reigned. 
Health was bad.

addition, th e influence of labor in securing rem edial legislation was lacking, owing to lack of organization. 
The birth and growth of the American labor movement brought with it, through its economic strength and 
its legislative influence the remedial legislation, both in the union and governmental bod ie , which has shown 
remarkable results as regards health in our industries.
